In  spite  of  all  that  has  been  said  and 
written  about  Gladioli,  the  many  years 
they  have  been  with  us  and  the  many 
beautiful  new  sorts  which  liave  been  in- 
troduced during  the  past  20  years,  but 
comparatively  few  florists  make  the  money 
out  of  them  they  should.  To  make  Gladioli 
pay  one  must  handle  desirable  sorts  to 
begin  with,  start  planting  from  January 
on  up  to  the  time  when  everybody  is  filling- 
gardens  with  them,  and  plant  again  for  a 
late  crop.  A batch  of  bulbs  planted  now 
and  followed  up  every  three  weeks  or  so 
will  not  only  produce  the  finest  spikes 
from  May  on  but  make  it  a most  profitable 
crop  which  can  be  successfully  handled 
in  even  the  smallest  .greenhouse  with  5 
feet  of  headroom  above  the  benches,  and 
if  short  on  bencli  room  just  now  you  can 
carry  the  plants  along-  in  4-in.  pots  for 
the  next  two  months  and  plant  out  later. 
A Carnation  house  temperature  does  nicely 
— for  extra  early  outdoor  flowering  bullis 
can  be  started  the  same  way  in  pots,  say 
about  the  first  of  ilarch,  and  planted  in  a 
frame  later.  Good  sorts  cost  money,  but 
they  are  the  only  ones  for  the  florist  to 
handle,  and  it  pays  to  take  care  of  them. 
You  can't  grow  too  many,  but  try  to  have 
them  in  flower  at  a time  wlien  the  people 
wlio  buy  them  haven’t  any  of  their  own  in 
the  garden.

“No  matter  how  much  or  little  Dutch  bulb  stock  you  force  during  the  Winter 
months,  keep  on  paying  more  attention  to  Freesias. 

“Coming  as  they  do  now  in  so  many  different  shades  and  colors,  and  with  their  flow- 
ering period  extending  practically  over  four  months,  Freesias  are  considered  among 
the  most  desirable  of  florists’  flowers.  And  few  plants  that  we  grow  from  bulbs  are 
more  easily  handled. 

Freesias 

For  December  Flowering. 

“ 'Freesias.'  That  sounds  like  the  approach  of  Fall  and  Winter;  and  that  is  exactly 
what  we  have  to  look  forward  to  and  to  prepare  for.  The  first  batch  of  Freesias 
should  be  planted  during  July  if  blooms  are  desired  toward  the  end  of  December, 
and  only  large  sized  bulbs  should  be  used  for  this  purpose.  Freesias  cannot  be  forced 
so  as  to  get  them  in  extra  early,  bui  matters  can  be  helped  along  by  using  large  bulbs. 
Grow  these  in  pots  or  pans,  allowing  not  less  than  one  inch  of-  spaee  between  the 
bulbs.  During  October,  November  and  December,  allow  the  plants  to  have  a sunny 
bench  in  a Carnation  bouse.  Up  to  October,  carry  the  plants  outdoors  in  a coldframe; 
while  freshly  potted  _(ulbs  should  be  shaded,  as  soon  as  growth  is  under  way,  permit 
them  to  have  full  sunlight.  Why  not  order  your  requirements  in  the  way  of  bulbs 
now?  It  is  a poor  policy  to  commence  looking  around  for  bulbs  when  ready  to  plant 
them  out.”
